deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
Washoe county shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Commissioners, to summarily remove 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien 
upon the premises affected thereby. After 
removing the nuisance, as herein directed, 
the Sheriff shall make an itemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same 
to the District Attorney, who shall imme- 
diately commence an action, in the name of 
the County Commissioners, against the 
owner or owners of the premises for the col- 
lection of the same! 

Section 2. When any sink, vault or cess-

Juggling With the Sarplus. 


Tue preservation of the internal 
revenue tax after the Democratic 
declarations to the effect that it is 
unjust and oppressive, Cleveland’s 
incoherent message and Mills’ in- 
congruous bill all mean one and 
the same thing, that the revenue 
for the needs of the Government 
shall be raised without the aid of 
custom duties. The ostensible ex- 
euse for tinkering with the tariff at 
. is because the income of the na- 
Aion is larger than its proper ex- 
//penditures and an ever increasing 
surplus is the result. There is no 
word of question but thatif a re- 
duction of the surplus was desired 
this could be accomplished im- 
mediately and directly by a re- 
duction of the internal revenue 
tax. In the case of such a reduc- 
tion every dollar’s decrease means 
a dollar less in the treasury, while 
in the case of tariff reductions it is 
always a matter of doubt whether 
the reduction will uot so increase 
importations as not to affect the 
surplus at all. But the Democrats 
have been using the surplus merely 
to create a diversion under which 
to cloak the real workings of their 
scheme. They do not design that 
the industries of the United States 
shall receive even the incidental 
protection which would be afforded 
were the money of the Govern- 
ment 
They keep the “war tax” on whisky 
and tobacco in order that the tariff 
may be cut down still lower and 
that the industries of the nation 
may be deprived even of incidental 
support. This is what is meant by 
the repeated declarations of the 
party that the Mills bill is but the 
first step in the right direction.
